T1  IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
TT  Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  68  of  the  “Game 
Act,”  being  chapter  108  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the  fol¬ 
lowing  regulation  be  made: — 

That  that  portion  of  the  Province  herein¬ 
after  defined  be  set  apart  for  the  purpose  of 
a  game  reserve,  to  be  known  as  “  Yalakom 
Game  Reserve,”  namely — 

That  tract  of  land  situated  and  lying  in  the 
Lillooet  Electoral  District,  more  particularly 
described  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  Four-mile  Creek  and  Yalakom  River;

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

Biil  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.

Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  ai'e  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time. 
Further  particulars  can  be  had  on  application 
to  the  undersigned.

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  358,  approved  the  18th  day 
of  March,  1941,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  ap¬ 
prove  the  following  regulations  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  pursuant  to  section  3 
of  the  “  Hog  Grading  Act,”  being  chapter  19 
of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1940. 

And  that  Order  in  Council  No.  1442,  ap¬ 
proved  the  4th  day  of  October,  1929,  and  the 
regulations  made  thereunder  be  rescinded. 

REGULATIONS  WITH  RESPECT  TO  THE 
GRADING  OF  HOG  CARCASSES 
UNDER  THE  “  HOG  GRADING  ACT.” 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires, — 

(a.)  “  Act  ”  means  the  “Hog  Grading  Act”: 
( b .)  “  Area  ”  means  the  Cities  of  New  West¬ 
minster,  North  Vancouver,  and  Van¬ 


couver,  and  the  Municipalities  of  Bur¬ 
naby,  West  Vancouver,  and  the  District 
'of  North  Vancouver: 

(c.)  “Establishment”  means  any  abattoir, 
packing-house,  or  other  premises  where 
three  thousand  or  more  hogs  are 
slaughtered  in  any  one  year: 

(d.)  “Grading  Certificate”  means  the  cer¬ 
tificate  issued  by  a  Grader  under  these 
regulations : 

( e .)  “  Regulations  ”  means  these  regulations 
respecting  the  grading  of  hog  carcasses 
passed  under  authority  of  the  Act: 

(/.)  “Shipper”  means  any  person  who,  on 
his  own  account  or  as  agent  for  any 
other  person,  ships  or  transports  hogs 
by  any  means  of  transportation  to  any 
establishment  for  slaughter. 

2.  All  carcasses  of  hogs  slaughtered  at  an 
establishment  shall  be  graded  in  accordance 
with  the  following  grades.  No  person  who 
operates  an  establishment  shall  remove  or  per¬ 
mit  to  be  removed  from  the  establishment  the 
carcass  of  any  hog  slaughtered  at  the  estab¬ 
lishment  unless  the  carcass  has  been  graded  in 
I  accordance  with  these  regulations.

— Thick  and  of  even  width  through¬ 
out,  with  full  flank. 

Ham. — Full-fleshed,  evenly  covered  with 
fat  and  of  good  shape. 

Back. — Fat  firm  and  of  even  thickness 
within  variation  allowed. 

Quality.— Fat  firm  and  white  with  proper 
balance  of  fleshing  and  fat  in  carcass 
throughout. 

Grade  B. 

Grade  B  may  vary  from  Grade  A  in  any

Quality.- — Fat  a  little  soft  or  somewhat  out 
of  balance  between  lean  or  fat.

Shoulder. — Slightly  heavy. 

Belly.— Thin  or  uneven. 

Ham. — A  little  thin. 

Back. — Fat  slightly  uneven  on  back  or 
slightly  deficient. 

Quality. — Fat  a  little  soft. 

Grade  C. 

All  classes  shall  be  well  finished  and  of  good 
quality  of  fleshing  with  firm  fat. 

Grade  D. 

All  classes  may  contain  overfat,  slightly  un¬ 
finished  and  slightly  soft  carcasses. 

Grade  E. 

Shall  include  all  carcasses  that  are  very  thin, 
soft,  or  oily;  carcasses  that  are  rejected  or 
condemned  by  the  veterinary  inspector  on 
account  of  disease;  carcasses  that  have  suf¬ 
fered  serious  physical  damage;  and  carcasses 
from  ridgling  pigs  and  stags. 
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Lights. — This  grade  shall  include  all  car¬ 
casses  of  reasonable  finish  and  quality 
within  the  prescribed  weights,  but  shall 
not  include  thin  or  underfinished  car¬ 
casses. 

Heavies. — This  grade  shall  include  all  car¬ 
casses  of  reasonable  finish  and  quality 
within  the  prescribed  weights,  but  shall 
not  include  thin  or  underfinished  car¬ 
casses. 

Extra  Heavies. — This  grade  shall  include 
all  carcasses  of  reasonable  finish  and 
quality  within  the  prescribed  weights, 
but  shall  not  include  thin  or  underfin¬ 
ished  carcasses. 

Sows.- — All  females  that  have  raised  one 
or  more  litters. 

Class  1 :  Carcasses  of  good  fleshing 
throughout. 

Class  2 :  Carcasses  that  are  overly  fat 
or  very  thin. 

(c.)  Method  of  Measurement. 

(a.)  Measurement  for  the  length  of  the  car¬ 
cass  shall  be  taken  from  the  front  edge  of  the 
first  rib  to  the  inside  of  the  aitch-bone. 

( b .)  Fat  measurements  shall  be  taken  as 
follows : — 

Maximum  Shoulder. — At  the  point  of  max¬ 
imum  fat  thickness  on  the  shoulder,  ex¬ 
cept  for  any  small  fat  infiltration  into 
the  lean. 

Maximum  Loin. — At  the  point  of  maxi¬ 
mum  fat  thickness  on  the  loin  between 
the  last  rib  and  the  tail. 

(d.)  Carcass  weights  shall  be  on  the  basis 
of  “  warm  weight,”  including  the  head,  leaf- 
lard,  the  tongue,  kidneys,  tenderloins,  tail, 
back-bone  and  feet. 

(e.)  Whip-marks,  scratches,  and  bruises 
shall  not  be  a  factor  in  determining  grade  ex¬ 
cept  those  graded  as  serious  physical  damage 
under  Grade  E. 

3.  The  Minister  may  assign  a  Grader  or 
Graders  to  any  establishment  to  grade  or  in¬ 
spect  the  grading  of  all  hog  carcasses  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  these  regulations. 

4.  A  Grader  shall  issue  and  sign  a  grading 
certificate  only  with  respect  to  a  hog  carcass 
graded  according  to  the  prescribed  grades. 

5.  No  person  other  than  a  Grader  shall  sign 
a  grading  certificate. 

6.  No  grading  certificate  shall  be  used  as  a 
basis  of  settlement  for  any  hog  carcass  other 
than  that  for  which  it  was  issued. 

7.  Every  shipper  shall  place  a  distinct  and 
specific  mark  of  identity,  having  the  approval 
of  the  Minister,  on  each  hog  of  each  farmer’s 
lot. 

8.  Every  shipper  shall  make  out  and  sign  a 
manifest  on  a  prescribed  form  showing  each 
farmer’s  name,  address,  number  of  hogs,  and 
the  mark  of  identity  applicable  thereto  and, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  their  arrival, 
shall  cause  the  said  manifest  to  be  delivered  to 
the  Grader  at  the  establishment  at  which  such 
hogs  are  to  be  slaughtered. 

9.  Every  shipper  shall  make  out  or  cause  to 
be  made  out  at  the  time  of  settlement  a  state¬ 
ment  for  each  farmer’s  lot  of  hogs.  The  state¬ 
ment  shall  show:  (a)  Name  and  address  of 
the  farmer;  (b)  date  of  receipt;  (c)  total 
number  of  carcasses;  (d)  number  of  carcasses 
in  each  grade;  (e)  total  weight  or  weight  of 
each  grade;  (/)  the  price  paid  per  pound  for 
each  grade  or  price  differential  per  carcass  for 
each  grade.  Every  shipper  shall  provide  the 
farmer  with  one  copy  of  this  statement,  and 
shall  retain  one  copy  thereof  for  inspection  or 
reference  for  a  period  of  ninety  days. 

10.  All  hogs  to  be  slaughtered  in  an  estab¬ 
lishment  shall  be  bought  or  sold  by  the  shipper 
and  purchased  by  the  packer  on  the  basis  of 
the  grade  shown  on  the  grading  certificate  with 


price  differentials  between  grades.  The  buyer 
or  seller,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  accordance 
with  common  trade  practice,  shall  make  out  an 
invoice  or  statement  for  each  and  every  lot  of 
hog  carcasses  sold  or  purchased,  which  invoice 
or  statement  shall  show:  (a)  Name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  buyer  and  seller;  (b)  date  of 
receipt  or  delivery;  (c)  total  number  of  car¬ 
casses;  (d)  number  of  carcasses  in  each  grade; 
(e)  total  weight  or  weight  of  each  grade; 
(/)  price  paid  per  pound  for  each  grade  or 
price  differential  per  carcass  for  each  grade. 
One  copy  of  such  invoice  or  statement  shall  be 
retained  by  the  operator  of  the  establishment 
for  inspection  or  reference  for  a  period  of 
ninety  days. 

11.  Any  hog  carcass  having  thereon  a  tag 
marked  “  Hold  for  Grading  ”  shall  be  held  by 
the  operator  of  the  establishment  where  the 
carcass  is  until  such  tag  has  been  removed  by 
a  Grader. 

12.  No  person  shall,  without  the  authority  of 
the  Grader,  remove  a  “  hold  for  grading  ”  tag 
from  any  carcass. 

13.  Any  hog  carcass  or  carcasses  may  be 
held  in  an  establishment  by  the  Grader  for 
any  violation  of  these  regulations. 

14.  A  Grader  may  withhold  a  grading  cer¬ 
tificate  for  any  hog  carcass  for  violation  of  any 
regulation  until  compliance  therewith. 

15.  Every  operator  of  an  establishment 
shall  equip  it  with  proper  facilities  for  the 
efficient  grading  of  hog  carcasses.  Scales  and 
weigh-masters  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Minister. 

16.  Every  operator  of  an  establishment 

shall  provide  suitable  office  accommodation  for 
the  Graders’  exclusive  use  for  making  grading 
certificates  and  conducting  the  required  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Department. 

17.  Every  operator  of  an  establishment 

shall  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  efficient 
helpers  to  assist  the  Grader  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties. 

18.  Every  operator  of  an  establishment 

shall  make  reasonable  arrangements  as  regards 
hours  of  work  and  other  details  for  the  mutual 
convenience  of  the  management  and  the 
Graders. 

19.  Mr.  Roy  C.  Trimble,  Winch  Building, 
Vancouver,  and  Mr.  Hector  A.  Ford,  Winch 
Building,  Vancouver,  being  Inspectors  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  Dominion, 
shall  be  appointed  Inspectors,  without  salary, 
for  the  purposes  of  the  “  Hog  Grading  Act,” 
being  chapter  19  of  the  Statutes  of  1940. 

20.  These  regulations  shall  apply  only  within 
the  area. 

21.  These  regulations  shall  be  effective  on 
and  after  the  1st  of  April,  1941.
